crop, that will immediately bene- 
fit wildlife. One will increase 
the total production of food on a 
given area, and the other will re- 
sult in better distribution of this 
food in the woods. 

The first method, that of selec- 
tive cutting, involves a continuous 
selection throughout a section of 
woods of trees that have reached 
a merchantable age, Such thin- 
ning of a cedar swamp would cre- 
ate openings and let in the life- 
giving sun. The growth of new 
ground vegetation and of shrubs 
and small trees would be thus en- 
couraged, Such cuttings would 
tend to spread populations (pro- 
vided the area is large enough) 
rather. than concentrate them in 
the better food areas.

tered through the forests is a sec- 
ond method. The smaller and 
more widely scattered su¢h areas 
are, the closer they are to ideal 
food and cover conditions. Cut- 
ting costs or prices may limit the 
size und distribution of such areas. 
Because the new growths that 
come up during the first 20 to 30 
years on many types of land fur- 
nish the best food and cover con- 
ditions, the amount of the total 
area available for maximum use 
by wildlife depends on the length 
of the cutting cycle, which is de- 
termined usually by the number 
of tracts being cut. 

Any attempt at revitalizing 
browsed out swamps, most of 
which are along trout streams, 
must guard against heavy cutting 
along the stream banks. Fish 
need the shade and protection af- 
forded by overhanging trees and 
bank Ne These streamside 
trees are also important in the life 
cycle of many stream insects, and 
harbor land forms that furnish 
much of the fish diet in late sum- 
mer months. 

Cuttings should not be confined 
to general forest lands or swamps. 
Farm woodlots. must be consid- 


ered in good conservation prac- 


rtites-—-Propéily managed they 


will produce timber, firewood, and 
game. Strips. of trees may b 
used by’ the farmer to preven 
wind erosion and other plantings 
may be used to hold soil on slopes. 
Both types. of plantings will add 
their bit to the production of 
lumber, firewood, and game.

ing more strongly urged by forest-{"° ~~ 


ers and gamemen throughout the 
country. It is part of a great 
plant that they have visualized
